T h is weok. due to th e postal ra te in- 


erease, both the public and post office 


em p lo y es are faced w ith fam iliarizing 


th em selves with a com pletely new ser­ 


ies of stam ps In most denom inations. 


M athem atically 
the 
n e w 
postage 
rato s a re fairly easy to re m e m b e r the 
basic increases being from 3 to 4 cents 
for letters, 2 to 3 cents for post cards, 
and fi to 7 cents for airm ail. To send " 
posl ca rd by airm ail will cost 5 cents. 


T h e genpral public will not be con­ 
cerned with increased m ailing ra te s in 
several other categories including sec­ 
ond class mail which co nsists chiefly of 
new sp ap ers and periodicals, o r third 
class m a tte r composed of circulars and 
advertising material. 


To those who rem em b er the “good 
old d a y s " of penny post card s an d two- 
re n t sta m p s on letters th e new postage 
ra te s m a y seem to be a considerable 
boost, but by com parison with th e in­ 
flatio n a ry spiral over th e past 20 years 


H ip new 1958 rates a re still sho rt of 
m eeting increased costs an d m ost oth­ 
er basic, price increases. 
D u rin g the period since the last post­ 
age r a te hike th e a v erag e price raise 
has been somewhat m ore th an double 
or a b o u t 115 percent.
